Such a 
highway, Roosevelt said, would tie 
in with the idea of building up 
a reservoir of works projects. 

He disclosed that he was going 
to discuss the question of highway 
construction with Federal Roads 
Commissioner Thomas H. MacDon- 
ald today and said they would can- 
vass not only the possibilities of 
building: national roads but also 
the matter of excess condemna- 
tion. 

This condemnation principle

Propaganda Official Questioned.

HIS is the “heart of darkness” 

which Joseph Conrad wrote 

about, the soil which first felt 
the weight of a white man’s feet 
when Stanley penetrated the Upper 
Congo only 63 years ago. Today 
it seems strange that this mighty 
African empire, with its 909,000 
square miles and its 10,000,000 na- 
tives and 24,000 white, should be 
the only free Belgium in the world. 

It is not only free. It is also 
at war, and in area it is 80 times 
larger than Belgium itself. It pos- 
sesses a fabulous wealth of miner- 
al products which are invaluable 
for warfare and these riches, 
since last November, have been 
placed at the disposal of govern- 
ments and men who fight for free- 
dom. Of a sudden, and almost be- 
yond the ken of the wider world, 
the Belgian Congo has become the 
last fortress of free Belgian peo- 
ple. 

En route to Stanleyville, we flew 
over hundreds of miles of Equa- 
torial forests and countless tropi- 
cal rivers, broad and serpentining 
and slumbersome—save where their 
rapids narrow and show white 
teeth upon their silt-brown sur- 
faces. We flew over the expan- 
sive Moto gold fields, where mil- 
lions of dollars in nuggets are still 
extracted merely by digging 10 or 
12 feet into the earth. Long white 
lines of ditches below us were re 
minders that more than 900 tons 
of gold will be produced in the 
Belgian Congo this year.

In addition to some 900 tons 
of gold a year, most of it going into 
the British war chest, there are 
also 40,000 tons of cotton per year 
and the purchasing power which is 
represented by 8000,000 karats of 
commercial diamonds, The colony 
also produces some 8000 tons of tin 
annually. Much of the tin has been 
shipped to the United States, where 
it is urgently needed for use in the 
manufacture of war materials. Pre- 
sumably, this supply of Congo tin 
to America will be continued. 
This covers the major. items in 
the Belgian Congo’s economic war 
contributions, but others must not 
be overlooked. It is of very great 
importance, for instance, that the 
Congo stands firm as an ally of 


In early autumn the Belgian 
colonists, here, and in their capital 
of Leopoldville, and in other key 
Congo cities, still lived in a state 
of confusion created by the capitu- 
lations of Belgium and France. 
Their hearts were -with the British 
and the exiled governments in Lon- 
don, but they were isolated and far 
away. They waited for a lead. 

In November it came. The Bel- 
gian Government in England offi- 
cially declared itself not only still 
at war with Germany, but also 
with Italy. Since the Fascists had 
committed acts of war against the 
Belgians (by installing Italian air 
bases on Belgian soil and by at- 
tacking and destroying Belgian 
ships) the Belgian colonies should 
consider themselves “in a state of 
war” with Italy. Thus, without an 
outright declaration of war, the 
Congo empire was mobilized on the 
side of Britain and its allies—and 
there was no hesitation on the part 
of the Belgian colonial administra- 
tions. Unlike the military and ci- 
vilian authorities in French West 
Africa, Algeria and Syria, the Bel- 
gian Congo’s Gov. Ryckmans and 
24,000 Belgian colonists cast their 
lot with Britain. 


Keystone of Unity. 

It is true that a courageous ex- 
ample had already been set for 
them by neighboring French Equa- 
toria. Africa (th. French Congo) 
and by the French Cameroons. 
Nevertheless, the Belgian Congo 
was the great keystone nec 
for @ united allied front in Central 
Africa, and, as such, its adherence 
was of enormous strategic and 
economic significance. Together 
with these two French colonies, 
the heart of Africa had been saved 
for Britain and its allied “exile” 
governments.

It is now reduced to living upon its 
mineral products—copper and ra- 
dium, as well as gold, tin and dia- 
monds. The colony's remaining ex- 
ports have been cut off. Belgium, 
the homeland, always took large 
quantites of Congo coffee, palm oil, 
copal and sisal. None of these 
products can now be shipped to 
Belgium. Thig imposes severe 
hardships on Congo natives as well 
as the Belgian people, : 

Ten million Congo Negroes have 
depended for their livelihood chief- 
ly upon sales of coffee, cotton, 
palm oil, palm nuts and the like. 
Most of their meager incomes have 
been destroyed by the shipping 
chaos caused by submarine war- 
fare and blockades. They have 
been educated to produce, and now} 
most of what they are capable of 
producing cannot be sold because 
it cannot be shipped. Millions of 
natives, hitherto dependent upon 
agricultural products, exist on a 
diet of bananas, pineapples, coco- 
nuts and the African flour which is 
made from the pounded roots of 
the manioc trees. There is no war 
boom for the natives of the Congo. 
They are among the. people who 
are paying the costs of the war 
while it is being fought. 

The foundations of the modern 
Belgian Congo, like those of virtu- 
ally every African colony, were 
built with blood and iron and fre- 
quently by methods of which no 
white man can feel proud. Yet, to- 
day, this is no longer the “heart 
of darkness.” Today there is much 
here which reflects credit upon 
the white man’s way of life. The

Barges Believed Hit at Di-

“Bombs exploded beside many of 
the docks and basins, and several 
fires and large explosions followed,” 
the news service said, 
“At Dunkerque the clouds were 
thicker, but pilots saw their bombs 
burst near barges and shipping, 
and incendiaries started some fires. 
“At Fecamp the railway and the 
Eastern end of the docks were hit 
in clear weather, and at Calais, 
where attacks were made from a 
low level, explosions were observed 
in warehouses beside the dock.”

BLANTON ASKED ABOUT

Hennings Invites Him‘to Tell 
State Grand Jury..of. Pio- 
neer Co, Payments. _ 


Seeking evidence of .“bribery or 
cognate offenses,” Circuit Attorney 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr. today in- 
vited United States District At- 
torney Harry C. Blanton to appear 
next Tuesday before the tate 
grand jury. 

Hennings, in making public his 
invitation to Blanton, gave report- 
ers copies of correspondence with 
the District Attorney and _ the 
United States Attorney Genergl: in 
which he had sought unsuccessful- 
ly to obtain further information 
about statements made in United!

Blanton had informed the court 
last month, when Molasky was sen- 
tenced to 18 months in prison and 
fined $10,000, that the evidence

paid $20,100 in 1933 and 1934 to city 
officials and politicians whose 
names Molasky refused to give. 
The Court was informed also of a 
letter written by Molasky in De- 
cember, 1932, to Chicago associates, 
which said he had paid $2000 to 
city officials, Judges and politicians 
“for Christmas donations.” |

The’ measure, long advocated by 
clean election groups and civic or- 
ganizations, is expected to have- 
the spirited opposition of organiza- 
tion politicians, whose control of 
the primary is strengthened by the 
fact that in August many voters, 
particularly anti-machine voters, 
are absent from the State on vaca- 
tion trips. 

The Senators who introduced the 
bill said they proposed the May 
date for the primary simply to have 
some date in the spring in the bill, 
and that it could be changed by 
amendment if some other date is 
favored, 

While it is the theory that the 
primary gives the voters the oppor- 
tunity to nominate their candi- 
dates, in many primaries in Mis- 
souri it has been found that the 
party machines controlled the nom- 
inations. This has been attributed 
to the fact that while many of 
the anti-machine voters were away 
from the State in July and August, 
the machines were able to vote the 
jobholders and the organization- 
controlled voters. 

Other objections which have been 
made to the holding of the primary 
in August have been that it re- 
quired campaigning in the usually 
hot month of July and that it came 
so near the general election that 
there was not time for the personal 
animosities which so. frequently 
arise in primary campaigns to wear 
out before the general election in 
November. It has often been said 
that bitterness of the primary cam- 
paign has held over to the general 
election and caused the defeat of 
candidates. 

It has been demonstrated in every 
primary election that, with the pri- 
mary in August, only about 60 per 
cent of the vote is polled. In the

Chairman Fred W. Evers of the 
Republican City Committee, in a 

tement issued last night, asserted 

Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann has 
been unable to persuade civic lead- 
ers to indorse his candidacy for re- 
election and is therefore having 
himself “drafted” by his own ward 
organizations. 

“The pressure on business men 
is terrific,” said Evers. “Every 
political wile and artifice is being 
used to get them to permit the 
use of their names in ‘drafting’ .

Says if Roosevelt Wants to 
Know Who Is Aiding 
Germany He Should Ap- 
prove Investigation Fund. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (AP).— 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, 
said today that if President Roose- 
velt “is so anxious to find out who 
is aiding Germany” in this country 


he should support a projected Sen- 
ate Investigation of Germany’s 
holdings in American defense in- 
dustries. 

Wheeler, opponent of the admin- 
istration’s British aid bill, has had 
frequent exchanges with Roosevelt 
recently. 

The Senator recalled in a state- 
ment today that he had obtained 
Senate approval last year of an in- 
vestigation into German patent 
holdings in this country, her in- 
terests in American defense indus- 
tries and the military benefits she 
has received from the United 
States. 

“In order to carry out the inves- 
tigation, funds were necessary,” 
wheeler continued. “Senator Tru- 
man (Deni), Missouri, asked the 
Senate to propriate $100,000. 

“That proposal was held up in 
the Audit a Control Committee, 
the chairman of which is Senator 
Byrnes of South Carolina, close 
personal friend of the President 
and the man spoken of as a prob- 
able appointee to the Supreme 
Court, 

“If the President is so anxious 
about finding out who is aiding 
Germany I suggest that he might 
urge his friends on the audit com- 
mittee to approve- the appropria- 
tion of $100,000.” 


ESTIMATE INDORSED THAT CITY

GREEKS CAPTURE | 
NEW POSITIONS 
BEYOND KLISUR 


R.A.F. Bombs Italians West 
of Tepeleni — Fighting 
Still Going on for Strat- 
egic Town. 


ATHENS, Feb. 7 (AP).—Greek 
occupation of positions north of the 
Trebeshina mountain range has 
been completed, dispatches from 
that South Central Albanian front 
reported today. Heavy fighting 
marked the Greek advance, made 
despite continuous rain, the dis- 
patches said. 

The Trebeshina range extends 
about a third of the way north of 
captured Klisura toward Berati and 
overlooks besieged Tepeleni to the 
west. 

In blinding rain and lightning, a 
British Royal Air Force communi- 
gue said, British bombers carried 
out an attack yesterday on Italian 
positions west of Tepeleni. “Mili- 
tary stores, wooden huts and motor 
transport concentrations” were hit, 
it said. 

Italian infantry armed with auto- 
matic weapons attempted local 
counterattacks in the Tepeleni area 
yesterday following two tank as- 
sults the day before which the 
Greeks reported had been repelled. 
The Greeks hurled back the infantry 
charge also, waiting until the at- 
tackers were very close, then 
opening fire with machine guns 
and grenades, dispatches said. 

An Italian’ motorized column’s 
counterthrust against Greek lines 
in the Klisura sector was crushed 
and six of its tanks and armored 
cars destroyed, a Greek spokesman 
reported last night. The Greeks, 
meeting the Fascist charge. with 
heavy anti-tank and “machine-gun 
fire, said they killed the Italian 
unit commander and captured the 
crews of the wrecked mgchines, 
then repulsed a second attack on a 
smaller scale.

Text of Letter. 


The text of the letter follows: ., 

On the morning following my ap- 
pearance before your committee in 
executive session on Thursday aft- 
ernoon, Jan. 30, a newspaper of 
this city published a purported 
summary of my testimony on air- 
plane deliveries. This publication 
was not only inaccurate but its 
omission of certain factual back- 
ground has resulted in a gross 
misrepresentation of the actual 
situation. 

The essential misrepresentation 
thus given by the publication is 
that, by the delivery of airplanes 
from this country to Great Britain, 
our own defensive program has 
been impaired and the safety of 
this country thereby imperiled. Such 
an implication is quite untrue. It 
disregards completely the funda- 
mental fact that air power depends 
on productive capacity and not 
merely on number of planes. It 
is also inaccurate in that it gives 
the impression that the War De- 
partment could have and would 
have bought planes which the Brit- 
ish are at present receiving on or- 
ders placed many months ago and 
» long before the substantial appro- 
priations were made for the devel- 
ppment of our own air crops. 

Aided in Increasing Output. 

Far from constituting an inter- 
ference with the purchase of planes 
by our Air Corps, the purchases 
made in this country by Britain and 
France in particular over the past 
two years have. been primarily re- 
sponsible for the expansion that has 
taken place in the aircraft indus- 
try in this country. 

As a result of these foreign orders 
the American airplane industry in 
the latter part of 1939 and the year 
1940 has expanded approximately 
100 per cent. As early as 1938 for- 
eign countries made available to our 
manufacturers money for doubling 
the productive capacity of aircraft 
engines of the types currently used 
by our own Air Corps. Substantial 


foreign orders placed over a year} 


ago for military planes enabled 
American manufacturers to expand 
their plant facilities in a fashion 
which would have been impossible 
under the congressional appropria- 
tions then current. In the early 
part of 1940 additional substantial 
foreign orders for engines and air- 
planes were placed which required 
a continuation and a broadening of 
production facilities of the aircraft 
industry and its sub-suppliers. 


Funds Available Only in 1940. 


It was not until June, 1940, that 
funds made available to the Air 
Corps by congressional appropria- 
tions were adequate in size to en- 
able this country, acting alone, to 
place sufficient orders to justify 
expansion of the aircraft industry. 
Until that date it is an undeniable 
fact that our Air Corps had not had 
sufficient funds to permit rapid de- 
velopment. Therefore, bearing in 
mind that it usually takes from 18 
months to two years to develop pro- 
duction of.a new aircraft motor and 
about 1 6to 18 months to develop 
productio nof a newmodel airplane, 
you will realize that without the 
head start given by the foreign or- 
ders mentioned above we would at 
the present time be in a very grave 
situ n as to the plants and fa- 
cilities which we now need for the 
pending emergency. 

“Within Four to Six Months.” 

Within four to six months we ex- 
pect accelerated deliveries on late 
model combat planes on contract 
for our Air Corps. These planes 
will incorporate the latest develop- 
ments arising out of actual combat 
experience, In some cases where 
more modern equipment can be ob- 
tained by deferring delivery of cer- 
tain types for a few months, we 
have felt it wise to do so in view 
of the fact that such action will 
help prevent our Air Corps from 
being furnished with planes which 
would be obsolete on the dates of 
delivery. 

As an example of the benefits 
which this Government is receiv- 
ing from what has been called a 
“deferment” to the British, I need 
cite only one example. 

Last December we had on order 
certain heavy bombers of the B-24 
type, the first deliveries of which 
were expected.to begin that month. 
We consented to defer these de- 
liveries to us in order that the man- 
ufacturer might instead make de- 


day the produetion of- combat 
types in amounts which would oth- 
erwise have been impossible. 

(c) Through the foreign orders 
in this market it has been possible 
to maintain full use of the aircraft 
productive facilities of this coun- 
try while at the same time expand- 
ing them so as to permit our own 
Air Corps to receive combat air- 
craft incorporating the latest devel- 
opments discovered through actual 
combat experience. 

U. 8S. Helped Self in Aiding Britain 
In other words, by helping the 
British to build up an air force 
which is now reasonably expected 
to successfully meet the crisis of 
this year, we have not only 
strengthened our own security 
through Britain’s increased defen- 
sive power, but we have put our- 
selves into a productive position 
which will make us immensely 
more powerful than we would oth- 
erwise have been at the time when, 
if Britain fails, the first blow could 
fall on us. 

I shall be very much obliged if 
you will kindly add this letter to 
the records of by testimony in open 
session, in order to remove the 
misapprehensions which may have 
been given by the misleading pub- 
lication which I have referred to,

$60,000 as Result of. 


Cancellation of Program 
for a Day. 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 7 (AP).— 
The gates of Santa Anita Park, 
Southern California's $3,000,000 
horse racing plant, swung open 
today for the resumption of busi- 
ness after a one-day strike of 1500 
grooms (horse valets) that cost the 
park at least $60,000 and the State 
of California $28,000 in taxes. 

The strike, effected dramatically 
yesterday a few minutes before the 
first race was scheduled, grew out 
of an altercation last Sunday, in- 
volving five of the grooms, who 
care for and feed the thorough- 
breds. 

Santa Anita stewards, saying that 
law and order must prevail within 
the confines of its establishment, 
took away the badge of one of the 
grooms, Jay Reynolds. Although 
the grooms are represented by no 
labor union, they were called to- 
gether and decided to back up 
their suspended member. 


More Demands. 


While they were meeting they 
drew up a few more demands. 
They told the stewards they would 
have to be paid $10 for every win- 
ning horse they led to the pad- 
dock. They also demanded the 
privilege of sitting in the grand- 
stand and placing bets in the 
grandstand mutuels. 

While the stewards conceded 
none of these points in a confer- 
ence with the grooms last night, 
Barney Bentley, spokesman for the 
grooms, telephoned Jerry Giesler, 
California Racing Commission 
chairman, who is in New York, 
and obtained the temporary rein- 
statement of Reynolds. 

Giesler told Bentley and Charlies 
E. Cooper, representing the racing 
commission at the meeting, that he 
would fly here and preside over a 
Saturday morning meeting to arbi- 
trate the disputed points. The 
grooms agreed to return to work | 
today. ‘

AMP GORDON, Ga., about

Hills 
of 50 to 70 feet high were being 
scraped and shoved over into gul- 
leys. Trees that had been up 
rooted were being dragged across 
the churned and furrowed ground 
to be cut up into cordwood in 
impromptu sawmills. Everywhere 
I looked, I saw Diesel power units 
spouting from upright exhaust 
pipes. | 

These huge maulers of earth 
with their motors sticking far in 
front and tilted at angles look like 
dinosaurs. 


Future Runways. . 

Here is the ¢ast-west .runway. 
There’s the south-north runway. 
Or, at least, this is where they will 
be some day, paved with hard, 
white concrete or surfacing. Pas- 
sengers will some day look from 
the portholes of giant, silver air- 
liners as they slide to a landing 
or roar toward the far end of the 
field on a takeoff to some distant 
city. 

Some day, this will be a great 
commercial airport, level and trim, 
with great hangars and a traffic 
senger and mail-carrying metal 
observers of this field at that time 
will accept what they see as if it 
had always been thus. But here I 
am, standing in the midst of torn 
earth and darting monsters, watch- 
ing the birth of a modern airport.

No Landing Place Now. 


Among the yawning incisions in 
the earth there wasn’t room enough 
to land a tiny 60 horsepower putt- 
putt plane—now. Any landing 
amidst these cuts would mean roll- 
ing a metal airplane up into a ball 
of junk. But some day—and then 
I closed my eyes. Some day. 1 
could see great, long, gleaming 
runways, smooth as a billiard ta- 
ble, stretching and _  criss-crossing 
one another. The hills and gulleys 
around me would be smoothed and 
laced with runways. 

Slowly, I drove back to town 
through old Camp Gordon where 
Sergt. York and thousands of 
bright-eyed American doughboys 
had been conditioned mentally and 
physically for destroying other men 
in Europe. Here and there, a 
blackened structure stood that had 
housed these young Americans. 
Where buildings had been removed, 
I saw concrete floors and bases 
overgrown with weeds. There was 
something pathetic about this place 
that had once rung with military 
commands, gay youthful vigor and 
laughter. Those weeds squeezing 
through the cracks in the concrete. 
Straight, strong young

ened and trained here to be shat-

The “sec- 
ond level” would add from $50 to 
$200 per teacher, based on teaching 
preparation, plus 1.6 cents a day for 
each pupil in attendance, to the 
minimum guarantee of $750 to 
$1000 a teacher to school districts 
outside the larger cities. 

“It would tend to perpetuate for- 
ever our present antiquated school 
organization,” declared Lee. “It 
should be repealed and the funds 
used to encourage enlarged school 
units, and.now is the time.”

under the Constitution, has the power to make war, 
and that the proposed legislation, therefore, gives 
the executive no authority to make war which he 

Those who so argue support their position with a 
substantia] historical record. Instances of war- 
making or near war-making by Presidents which 
they can cite include the following: 

In 7846, Polk sent Gen. Zachary Taylor to the 
Rio Grande through territory claimed by Mexico. 
The movement brought a skirmish with Mex- 
icans, in which an American soldier was killed. 
Polk informed Congress that American blood had 
been shed and war was declared. 

In 1888, Harrison ordered a squadron to Samoa 
as a demonstration of American power when 
arrival of a German naval unit there had pro- 
duced a tense situation. Had our squadron been 
forced to carry out Harrison’s orders against 
Germany, there doubtless would have been war. 

In 1895, Cleveland served notice on Great Brit- 
ain that any attempt by Britain to gain addi- 
tional territory from Venezuela would be re- 
garded as an act of war by the United States. 
Britain agreed to arbitrate, but the situation was 
most serious, with war never too far away. 

In 1898, McKinley sought to bring Spain to 
reason by sending the Maine to Havana. In- 
stead of restoring order, the battleship itself was 
blown up in the harbor, with loss of 260 Ameri- 
can lives, and war was declared. 

In 1908, Theodore Roosevelt sent war vessels 
to the Isthmus of Panama and in effect set up a 
new nation, the Republic of Panama. — 

In 1914, Wilson demanded a salute to the 
American flag by Mexico after the arrest of some 
of our marines in Tampico. When the salute 
was not forthcoming, Wilson sent a fleet to 
Vera Cruz. After shelling the defenseless city, 
our marines took it over with a loss of 17 Amer- 
icans killed and 63 wounded. The final result 
was the upset of the Huerta Government, 

In 1926, Coolidge sent warships to Nicaragua 
and for several years our marines fought Nica- 
raguans, with loss of life on both sides, 

It is evident from this record that the President 
does have far-reaching power to make war on his 
own volition, that he can use our military and naval 
forces to bring us into a state of war prior to action 
by Congress. This very fact is argument, not for 
American convoys or presidential authority to send 
convoys with munitions and supplies for Britain, but 
against convoys and the great risks they involve. It 
is argument for a no-convoy limitation such as many 
Americans earnestly desire to see written into the bill. 

The country has it as President Roosevelt’s own 
judgment that if American war vessels attempted to 
convoy British ships through a hostile zone “there is 
pretty sure to be some shooting, and that comes 
awfully close to war.” We also have, in that same 
statement, the President’s assurance that war “is the 
last thing wanted”; that “we must not do anything 
to compel shooting.” We have his many other utter- 
ances against American involvement in the war. 

The Post-Dispatch has confidence in Mr, Roose- 
velt and we believe the country shares this confi- 
dence. But it does not follow that it is wise public 
policy either to grant outright or leave to his dis- 
cretion. the authority. for sending American con- 
voys onto the ocean where ships are being torpedoed 
almost daily. There is no sound reason to enlarge 
the area of his power to make war at a time when 
so much of the world is already aflame with war. 

According to the latest Gallup poll, 85 per cent of 
the American people do not want to go to war. In 
actuality the proportion may be even larger. In so far 
as there are potentialities of war in the lease-lend 
bill, the most important witnesses that Congress 
should heed are the great majority of the people. 

Those who oppose the no-convoy limitation may 
say by way of answer to this that through such a 


the power to make war which is legally his under the 
Constitution, and which Presidents in the past have 
exercised. However, the fact remains that the con- 
stitutionality of such overt acts as those practiced 
by. Harrison, McKinley, Wilson and others has been 
little tested. 

But grant that there is doubt on this point and 
that room for argument exists. Whether a no-convoy 
limitation would be constitutional or not, why not re- 
solve the issue in favor of the safety of the country? 
The President himself has told us where the danger 
lies—danger that may lead to war. He should ac- 
cept—indeed, he should welcome the limitation on 
convoys as a protection for the people who so ob- 
viously have their hearts set on remaining at peace. 

The purpose of the lease-lend bill is, or shotld be, 
to give the President sailing orders in the great na- 
tional defense effort through aid to Great Britain. 
It, would be much more than that if the measure 


gave Mr. Roosevelt a blank check to fill in for him- | 


self. The House amendment which would set a five- 
year limitation on the life of contracts made by the 
President, adopted yesterday, is in the right direc- 
tion, although a two-year limitation, in our judgment, 
would be preferable. 

Similarly, if convoys are as dangerous as Mr. 
Roosevelt has indicated—and we fully agree with 
him that they are—they should be expressly pro- 
hibited. His authority as commander-in-chief of the 
army. and navy is great enough in these supremely 
hazardous times.

John G, Winant, former Governor of New Hamp- 

shire, former chairman of the Social Security Board 
and now director of the exiled International Labor 
Office, is our new Ambassador to London. 
. There is much to recommend President Roosevelt's 
selection. Tall, friendly, simple and capable, Mr. 
Winant has done good work and made many friends, 
In New Hampshire, where they know him best and 
where they have a gubernatorial anti-second term 
tradition, they elected him for a third term and 
were disappointed when he refused a fourth. 

It is true that he received 28 of a possible 32 
votes when he was elected director of the ILO, but 
the careerists of Geneva frankly resented him. The 
votes, they believed, were cast for the United States, : 
not for the man. He had not come up by the exact- 
ing way of the international civil service. But, 
very fairly, they gave their admiration to his tal- 
ents just as soon as he displayed them. And he 
won their friendship even more quickly. 

Mr. Winant’s difficult job of establishing our 
complex social security system and the spirit which, 
he brought to it, as well. as his work in the ILO, are 
indications of his social philosophy. In London he 
may well be expected to take much more interest in 
the Bast Side than in. Mayfair. 

There can be little foundation for the conjecture 
of Messrs. Alsop and Kintner that Mr. Winant’s 
acceptability to Labor Minister Bevin makes him 
less acceptable to Prime Minister Churchill. Such 
a suggestion reflects on Churchill’s sincerity in call- 
ing for Labor participation in his Government, and 
is one we cannot adopt. — 

Mr. Winant’s sympathy for the English cause is 
well known. But. in this connection, he may be ex- 
pected to display the tact which he acquired in 
Geneva. He may be expected to remember always to 
voice not his personal views and opinions, but those 
that have been transmitted to him as the considered 
utterances of the administration. :

Its Students Would Be Trairied 
in Public Service as 
a Career, 


Establishment of a Federal train- 
ing school for public servants who 
would regard public service as a 
career was recommended last night 
by Will Durant, author and lectur- 
er, at a dinner meeting of the St. 
Louis Club at Hotel Chase. 


Durant, who spoke on “Blue- 
prints for a Better America,” said 
that public servants should main- 
tain professional standards. Proper 
training, he thought, could best be 
obtained through “a political West 
Point,” a United States Civil Acad- 
emy. 

Taking up national problems, 
Durant said the birthrate was “the 
most difficult problem facing West- 
ern civilization.” He suggested 
sterilization or sex segregation of 
the feeble-minded and proposed 
that the practice of the dowry be 
revived to facilitate early marriage 
and encourage a rise in the “mid- 
dle-class” birthrate. 
Depletion of the _ soil, partly 
through erosion and misuse, Du- 
rant said, constituted another na- 
tional problem which might be 
solved if the army were placed in 
charge of soil conservation. Every 
boy should be compelled to serve 
a year in a soil conservation corps, 
he said. 

“T do not believe in the national- 
ization of agriculture and indus- 
try,” Durant said, “although I am 
a socialist when it comes to fuels 
and minerals. I think they should 
be nationalized.” 

Durant said that fuels and min- 
erals could be gradually purchased 
by the Government. This country’s 
economic base would be stronger, 
he said, if corporations generally 
instituted systems of profit-sharing 
with employes, maintaining a 
“sense of property ownership.”

PHOENIX, Ariz., Feb. 7 (AP).— 
Max Annenberg, 66 years old, for- 
mer circulation director of the New 
York Daily News, died here about 
1 a. m, today. 

Annenberg came here about six 
weeks ago to recuperate from in- 
juries suffered in an automobile 
accident last fall. 

When 9 years old Max Annenberg 
began helping family finances by 
selling newspapers in the streets 
of Chicago. He started to work for 
the Chicago Tribune shortly after 
the 1893 World’s Fair. In 1900, he 
joined the Hearst organization and, 
in 1904, he became circulation man- 
ager of all the Hearst newspapers 
and the Cosmopolitan Magazine. He 
returned to the Chicago Tribune in 
1910. 

When the Daily News was found- 
ed in 1919, he divided his time be- 
tween Chicago and New York. In 
May, 1924, when Liberty Magazine 
was founded by the News and the 
Tribune, he took charge of its cir- 
culation also.

His Inability to Find His Auto 
Starts Inquiry; 4 Reputed 
“Steerers” Detained. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 7 (AP). 
—Detectives uncovered today what 
they said was an organized inter- 
state ring of blind beggars—men 

and women. 


The disclosure came with the ar- 
rest of five men—one blind—after 
the blind man was unable to find 
his way to his parked automobile 
with $123 Detective Dennis McCol- 
ligan said he had collected from 
shopkeepers last night. 

The detective said police found 
four men in the machine. They 
were taken into custody. The blind 
man was charged with panhandling 
and vagrancy. 

The police officers described the 
four men found in the car as “steer- 
ers” and gave this outline of their 
methods: 

The “steerers,” who got their jobs 
by answering advertisements in a 
Buffalo (N. Y.) newspaper, drove 
their blind employers from city to 
city, selecting likely places for them 
to beg for a rapid cleanup of stores 
and tapfooms. The blind group 
paid all expenses and gave the 
“steerers” one-third of the proceeds 
of begging, or about $10 each a day.

Gen. Johnson — 


It’s Hard to Make 
People Think the 
Way to Stay Out 
Is to Get in War. 


‘By GEN. HUGH 8. JOHNSON 


HE subtle and gradually in- 
T creasing urge of pressure groups 

to get us into war has been 
very clever and effective but, thus 
far, it has lacked one essential 
thing—an answer to the popular 
question, “For What?” 

To postpone and defend against 
attack? Certainly we are all for 
that, but we are not attacked. We 
are threatened, in greater or less 
degree, and there is not a thinking 
American who does not believe in 
and support immediate all-out 
preparation of defense, including 
aid to Britain to the precise extent 
that it will defend us—and no 
further. But itis a pretty hard 
job to convince our people that we 
can keep out of war by getting 
into it, or that the way to defend 
against a threat of war is to make 
war ourselves, especially when we 
are not ready for it. 


What is needed by our war-mind- 
ed men is some slogan of high 
purpose like “Make the world safe 
for democracy.”* That one is just 
a little like offering cheese to the 
mouse caught in-a cheese-baited 
trap. It doesn’t want any more 
cheese. So that trial balloons are 
going up on another one—“Union 
now.” 


I wrote an article on the bally- 
hoo for a federation of English 
speaking peoples. In it I used the 
expression “union now” and said 
that what is proposed is to unite 
us with the British Empire under 
something like the Articles of Con- 
federation under which the 13 Colo- 
nies fought the Revolution. This 
means, of course, in addition to 
“union now,” “war now.” I argued 
that all the Articles made was a 
League of Nations proved by both 
them and the later international 
league to be futile and unwor 
able. 


U. S. of. Earth. 


That column drew indignant de- 
nials, including one from Clarence 
Streit, the author of “Union Now.” 
These denials complained that the 
proposal is not to entangle ours 
with the destiny of other nations 
in any futile league. No, sir. We 
are going all the way into an Unit- 
ed States of Earth, in which Amer- 
ica is to be only one state among 
many bound, not by weak Articles 
of Confederation, but by a docu- 
ment like the Constitution of the 
United States. _ 

The distinguishing features of 
that Constitution are: No secession, 
control in a superstate of inter- 
state commerce, all foreign rela- 
tions, taxation and spending, the 
right to make war, to keep troops 
and ships of war and the denial of 
those rights and controls: to the 
several states, including the United 
States of America. 

All right. If I misconstrued 
what Streit proposed, I am sorry. 
But I didn’t misconstrue the oth- 
ers and I didn’t misconstrue Streit 
very much. They say, and so I 
think does he, that this is only an 
eventual result. Right now all we 
need are articles of confederation 
with these other nations, but (as in 
and after our revolution) “as soon 
as the war is won”. under the new 
confederation, we shall create with 
them a real federation, on the plan 
of the American Constitution and 
rub Uncle Sam out as an indepe 
ent entity.

SHELTER DWELLERS 
IN. LONDON REPULSE 
MOSQUITO INVASION 


‘Only Few Big Ones Left,’ 
Says Official—Improve- 
ments in January.

LONDON, Feb. 7 (AP).—A mos- 
quito invasion has been repulsed 
by London’s air raid shelter dwell- 
ers. 

The combination of people con- 
gregating underground, warm air 
and water attracted the pests in 
the early days of the Nazi air raids 
and officials were flooded with com- 
plaints. 

“Now we have driven off most 
of them,” Alderman C. W. Key, 
chairman of the London Shelters 
Committee, said today. “Only a 
few big ones are left and we'll get 
them soon.” 

Although it is winter outside, con- 
ditions in the shelters are “almost 
ideal for mosquitoes,” he said. 

Key said only 4 per cent of Lon- 
don’s residents are using the pub- 
lic shelters and added that “I don’t 
expect much of an increase in blitz 
times.” 


In January, the shelters were pro- 
vided with 142,000 bunks, 13,000 
small stoves, 180,000 masks to pre- 
vent the spread of infection and 
149 medical stations. 

One hundred,and fifty canteens 
were set up to add to the 1830 al- 
ready in use.

JACKSON, Ky., Feb. 6. 
HE last of the Hargis feudists 
Tor Breathitt County is dead. He 
died with his boots off. Elbert 
Hargis sleeps in the family buryin’ 
ground on Pan Bowl with his three 
brothers and a half-brother who

who bore them all, 

For more than 30 years, El 
Hargis walked the paths of p@ace 
after. the MHargis-Cockrill “war” 
ended. If he walked warily it ‘was 


no more than the exercise of proper 


caution, for there was an unbal- 
anced .score against him because 
of the unavenged killings in which 
he had played his part. There was 
always the chance that a voice out 
of the past would whisper to a 
Cockrill of the new generation, 
“There goes the man who kilt your 
Pappy,” 
would flare anew, 


Against such a contingency, El- | 


bert Hargis always went about with 
a weapon bumping at his hip, but 


affliction came upon him unawares t 


and struck swiftly. He was hur- 
ried to the Lexington hospital 
where he died. 


Elbert was the right-hand man 
of his brother, Judge Jim Hargis, 
during the years when assassina- 
tions were planned in the inner 
circle and carried out by men who 
could be trusted, and if he had been 
disposed to file notches on his 
weapons nobody would have ques- 
tioned hig right. 

They called him Farmer Hargis 
because until a short time ago he 
lived on the old Hargis homestead 
on Pan Bowl, so called because it 
is almost completely encircled by 
an eight-mile sweep of the North 
Fork of Kentucky River. In the 
backyard were buried his father, 
John 8S. Hargis, who died suddenly 
at Frankfort when he was a State 
Senator; Willie Sewell, half-brother 
of Elbert; three brothers, John Jr., 
Ben and Jim, and Granny Evaline 
Hargis, widow of the Senator and 
mother of the four.

T was the killing of Willie Sew- 
Jeu, in 1886, who was shot from 

ambush as he was making molas- 
ses on Frozen Creek, that started 
the “feelin’” which developed into 
the feud that cost dozens of lives 
through the years that followed, 
for Willie Sewell had shot Jerry 
South, and the Souths were related 
to the Cockrills. Elbert Hargis 
killed Henry Barnett, related to 
the Cockrills, and John Hargis Jr. 
killed Sally Hayes, a witness to 
the Barnett killing. ‘Then Jerry 
Caldwell, related to the Cockrills, 
killed John Hargis and Tom 
Cockrill killed Ben Hargis. Judge 
Jim Hargis was not killed by a 
Cockrill. He was killed by his 
gon, Beach. His death, however, 
grew out of the violence that at- 
tended the feud. 

The killing of Judge Jim Har- 
gis was preceded by a series of 
assassinations of prominent men 
which culminated in the sending 
of soldiers and the declaration of 
martial law in the county. It was 
during the time of these assassina- 
tions that Elbert Hargis was a 
member of the inner group of 
which Judge Hargis was the di- 
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and smoldering hatreds .

that they were involved in the feud 
between the Hargises and _ the 
Cockrills. What they had done 
had been in a professional way. 


At 8 o’clock one night Dr. Cox 
received a call to visit a patient at 
the other side of town. The moon 
was shining brightly and he went 
forth without fear, walking up the 
steep sidewalk toward the court- 
house. The Hargis barn across the 
street was in shadow. From the 
barn came a blast of gunfire and 
Dr. Cox cried out and fell and died. 
To the surprise of everybody, war- 
rants were issued. But lawyers for 
the accused obtained a change of 
venue to Sandy Hook, an inacessi- 
ble county seat over toward the 
West Virginia border, where ac-

quittal was considered certain, and 
the cases were dropped. 

Marcum was next on the list, but 
he was elusive, so the case of Jim 
Cockrill was taken up. On a July 
day, Cockrill dropped in at the 
postoffice. Mrs. Marcum was work- 
ing there. She came, pale and 
fragile, to the stamp window as the 
man entered. They looked into 
each other’s eyes, asking mutely 
whether there was anything new in 
the old dread that hung over them 
always. 

Something was said about the 
death of Dr. Cox.

To 
his wife, Marcum said: “They’re 
set to shoot me when I go past 
Jim Hargis’ store, but they won’t 
shoot me if I have the baby in 
my arms.” 

“Are you sure, Jim?” 

“Certain, There’s no mountain 
man living that would shoot a man 
with a baby in his arms.” 

“It’s a terrible risk, seems to me, 
but if you are sure it is safe—” 

“Tey sure it’s safe, honey.” 

“Well, I’m going along with the 
other children. If you are going 
to be killed you will at least have 
your family with you when you 
die.”

The above hand counted two and 
one-half honor tricks. Now it will 
count only two plus honor fAricks. 

With strong hands, you do not 
need to give maximum valuation to 
such combinations because you 
have enough to bid anyway. With 
borderline hands it is best to be 
conservative. Therefore, from now 
on the king and queen will be 
valued separately, the king count- 
ing one-half an honor trick, and 
Q-x being a plus value, 

Naturally, K-Q in the same suit 


remain one full honor trick.

West, void of his partner's suit, 
opened a low club, and declarer 
had no trouble in fulfilling the 
contract; in fact, he made five 
odd, losing only two spade tricks. 

While the 650 point score thus 
earned was gratifying, it showed a 
substantial loss on what might 
have been earned. South was guilty 
of a supremely foolish action when 
he rebid his hand over East’s three 
spades. South probably reasoned 
that his hand was well above mini- 
mum strength, but this actually 
had little bearing under the cir- 
cumstances. North already had 
given a double raise in hearts 
which was forcing to game, but, 
and here is a point far too often 
overlooked, the force to game in- 
volved in North’s bid was equally 
forcing on North himself. In other 
words, since North had announced 
that game must be reached, it was 
inconceivable that he would vio- 
late that understanding. Thus, had 
South passed to three spades, the 
pass would have been 100 per cent 
forcing. 

Obviously, when North heard the 
three spade bid he began mentally 
to lick his, chops, in anticipation of 
a highly profitable double, He 
must have been disconcerted, to 
put it mildly, when his own part- 
ner rescued the enemy from what 
North could tell would be a hor- 
rible fate. It would have taken 
only reasonably good defense to 
hold East to five spade tricks at 
his contract for nine tricks, and 
the 1100 point penalty would have 
been the greatest profit possible 
for North and South on this hand,
